Office Action Summary Part of Paper No. 6 
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Response to Amendment 



This is in response to an amendment file on April 5 , 2004 for letter for patent filed on 
August 3 rd , 2001 . In the amendment, claims 100, 103, 104, 107, 108, 1 12, 1 15 and 1 17 have been 
amended, claims 28-99, 105, 106, 109 and 110 have been canceled, and claim 119-133 have 
been added. Claims 100-104, 107, 108 and 111-133 remain pending in the letter. 



1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on'an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21 (2) of such treaty in the English language. 



2. Claims 100-104, 107, 108 and 1 1 1-133 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Minton (U.S. PG Pub No. 2002/009161 1). 

3. As per claims 100, 103, 104, 1 19, 124 and 129 Minton teaches a method for facilitating 
the bartering of publicly traded securities on a computerized system comprising receiving and 
communicating on a computerized system a first barter from a user a first security including a 
quantity thereof to be sold in a barter, a second security including a quantity thereof to be 
purchased in the barter, and a condition relating to the value of the barter order which condition 
the barter may be executed (see figs 4, 6, 7, 8, 9, paragraphs 0007, 009, 0064, 0069). Minton 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
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further teaches comparing the first security to be sold and the second security to be purchased in 
the barter a condition relating to the value of the barter and determining a selected barter order 
which if executed will consummate the first and multiple barter and transmitting an indication 
that the barter order may be executed and receiving from the user a request to execute the barter 
order (see figs 4, 6, 7, 8, 9, paragraphs 0007, 009, 0064, 0069). 

4. As per claims 101, 102, 105, 106, 111-118, 120-123, 125-128 and 130-133, they depend 
upon claims 100, 103, 104, 1 19, 124 and 129 and disclosed the same inventive concept. 
Therefore, they are rejected under the same rationale. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments filed April 5 th 2004 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

a. Applicant argues that the prior art (Minton) fail to teach an inventive concept 
relating to barter order of the type taught in the disclosure. Examiner respectfully 
disagrees with Applicant's characterization with the prior art. Examiner seems to be 
confused as to what type of security the disclosure is related to. The disclosure is unclear 
as to whether the type of security in the barter for buying and selling are different. 
Applicant is advised to clearly articulate the type of security in the disclosure in order to 
differentiate the disclosure with Mention's inventive concept. In any event, Minton teach 
a data processing system, and a network of data processing systems for allowing 
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individuals to buy and sell securities directly from other individuals, with only minimal 
oversight by a broker.
